WASHINGTON, SepY. 22.—The 
gravest coal crisis confronting the 
nation In years is due within the 
next 60 days, John B. Pratt, of 
the National Coal Association, pre­ 
dicted today. 
Nothing short of a coal famine 
during the coming winter faces the 
middle west and north west which 
are supplied by the bituminous coal 
fields according to present indica­ 
tions.
